BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP)—Rela-

The B a g h d a d government 


claimed it had smashed the re- 
volt against Premier Abdel Karim 
Kassem and reports spread that 
some of the rebel army officers 
were trying to escape across the 
Syrian border. Other reports said 
fighting was still going on, appar- 
ently by desperate holdouts trying 
to flee the country. 


The U.A.R.'s semi-official Mid- 


dle East News Agency charged 
that Iraqi planes had shot up a 
Syrian border village. The agency 
also reported that Iraqi planes 
had strafed several Iraqi villages 
in the Mosul area near the bor- 
der. 


Kassem meanwhile expelled 10 


U.A.R. diplomats assigned to the 
Baghdad embassy, declaring they 
were a menace'to public safety. 
The Baghdad correspondent of the 
Middle East News Agency also 
was ordered out. 


Nine of the ousted diplomats ar- 


rived in Cairo and reported that 
the Baghdad government appar- 
ently was still digging in for a 
fight. 


First reports of the revolt made

Two Killed in

PITTSBURGH (AP)—A bustling 


intersection in downtown Pitts- 
burgh became a scene of horror 
Tuesday as a commuter bus 
jumped a sidewalk and plowed 
into a crowd during the evening 
rush hour. 


Two persons were killed and 16 


were injured, four seriously. 


The Brentwood Motor Coach 


Co. bus was approaching a knot 
of waiting passengers at Smith- 
field Street and Forbes Avenue 
when it veered out of control.'

The bus climbed the curb, cut 


down a fire alarm pole and a 
street light then tore into the 
crowd and nosed against a plate 
glass display window of Kauf- 
mann's department store.

Ten other persons were being 


treated in "three hospitals. 


The crash stunned bystanders. 


Some tugged at the bus to free 
those trapped beneath. O t h e r s 
used handkerchiefs and h e a d 
scarfs to try to bind the cuts of 
victims.

Morse Leads Fight To

WASHINGTON (AP) — " Sen. 


Wayne Morse (D-Ore) led a last- 
ditch fight in the Senate today to 
limit extension of the peacetime 
draft to two years instead of the 
four urged by the administration. 


His chances appeared slim in 


the face of unanimous approval 
by the Senate Armed Services 
Committee of the four-year exten- 
sion and previous House passage 
by a top-heavy vote.

No Intention

States has no intention of fighting 
a ground war in Europe.

Soviets start shooting.

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ANOTHER BOOST FOR KINZUA DAM 
In connection with Council decision Monday 


night to press for early-start of construction on 
the Kinzua Reservoir it is interesting to remind 
that the board of directors of the Warren County 
Development Association recently went on record 
favoring similar action. In the formal resolution 
adopted at the time the Association urged Con- 
gressional approval of funds to enable the Army 
engineers to proceed as soon as possible with 
planning and construction of the project. 


The resolution was directed to the Appropria- 


tion committee -of the U. S. House of Representa- 
-tives. 


At the "same time the Association released a 


letter endorsing Congressman Leon H. Gavin's 
request for an additional 52,000,000 appropriation 
for the Army Engineers.- It is understood the 
appropriation would finance highway relocation, 
land acquisition and initial construction. Work 
would begin as soon as the U. S. Supreme Court 
rules, on the Indian claims. Gavin's request was 
made after the Administration budget failed to 
make provision for the dam. The proposal also 
has been approved by Pennsylvania's Senator.

The Development Association endorses the 


dam as a means of preventing flood damage and 
repeated disruption to existing industry in the 
county. It states that construction of the dam 
will 'make available to new industry valuable 
plant sites now unusable because of recurrent 
flooding'-. 


The importance of Warren County's existing 


resort and tourist industry is also stressed by the 
Development group. Construction of the Kinzua 
dam, 
it contends, will increase "the - value of 


present recreational facilities" by eliminating 
flood damage to cottages and other improve- 
ments. ; Better summer stream flow in the Alle- 
gheny River after the dam is built will "stimu- 
late the development of the county's existing 
recreational: resources", according to the resolu- 
tion, by improving boating and swimming. 


In its letter to Congressman Gavin, .the group 


announces that it will soon receive a .comprehen- 
sive report from its economic research consult- 
ants, Arthur D..Little Inc. of Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts. 


"Preliminary reports from our consultants" 


the grpup reveals, "have confirmed the Associa- 
tion's view that the-dam will have a very benefi- 
cial effect upon the development of the county as 
a major recreation area". To insure that the dam 
will have the maximum impact upon recreational 
resources, in the county, the Association recom- 
.mends.that "preliminary planning for highway 
location and land acquisition in connection with 
the dam should be undertaken immediately." 


The Development Association is concerned 


with promoting industrial growth and economic 
development, in Warren County.

This plan is the worst sort of tax-on-tax measure that has yet 


been proposed. The beer industry is already one of the most heavily taxed 
industries* in the state and nation. ;More than one fourth of 'the retail 
cost of a case of beer now goes into State and Federal taxes. 


The last time the State Legislature increased taxes on beer, it al- 


most ruined the beer industry in Pennsylvania. On May 14, 1947, the 
excise tax on beer in Pennsylvania was doubled. The following things 
happened: 


1. Consumption of beer on a per capita 


' basis in Pennsylvania dropped 20 
per cent that year from the, pre- 
vious year. In no other state did 
much a drop take, place. 
In fact, 


consumption increased in many 
other states. 


$. Consumption on a per capita basis 


has continued to drop since that time 
la Pennsylvania and is now 33 per 
per cent less than it was before the 
excise tax was doubled. 


S. Since the excise tax In Pennsylvania 


was doubled total beer consumption 
has dropped from 9,680,677 barrels 
to 7,240,360 in 1957,, a loss of 85 
per cent In spite of a population 
Increase. 
While Pennsylvania' was 


„ suffering this loss, consumption \of 
beer .was Increasing In 34 other 
states. 


In the eight years before the excise 
tax was doubled consumption of beer 
had been increasing in Pennsylvania 
to the highest per capita rate in the 
nation. Since that time, it has been 
dropping until the state is tied for 
seventh in per capita consumption. 


The effect of the higher tax and the 
drop in consumption has forced many 
Pennsylvania breweries to go out of 
business. There were 67 breweries 
in the state,in 1946. Now there ar* 
only 26. 


The reduction In breweries has 
meant the loss of thousands of high 
paying jobs for brewery workers in 
Pennsylvania. 


Please do not make the mistaken assumption-that a 3% per cent 


sales tax 'on beer would be insignificant. This would be a 15 cents per 
case increase. The disastrous doubling of the excise tax in 1947 raised 
the State tax per case from 12 to 24 cents. Therefore, we can expect 
similar frightening results if the tax (in any form) is increased again.

by maintaining a low tax rate. Breweries in 1957 paid Pennsylvania

petitions come from state legis- 
latures. They evidently have a 
few solutions left over from 
their own work, and BO are hap- 


py to pass them on to Congress.

come up- with a simpler solu- 
tion: Let's abolish it. 


They propose an amendment 


to the Constitution that would, 
among other things, repeal the 
income tax amendment and 
"thereafter Congress shall not 
levy taxes on personal incomes, 
estates, or gifts." 


No suggestions as to where 


the money would come from 
then. But no matter. There's 
plenty of time for plenty of 
resolutions if it ever happens. 


Alabama wants an amend- 


ment to protect states' rights. 
Idaho would like to protect the 
cobalt industry; Colorado thinks 
it's time to stare moisture stu- 
dies in the Great Plains region. 


But the nice thing about the 


petition game is that anybody 
can play.

Heights, Ohio, gets in its 10 
per cents worth. It says Con- 
gress should call off the 10 per 
cent tax on phone calls. 


The Houma-Terrebonne, La., 


Chamber of Commerce believes 
that two bayous in that neigh- 
borhood should be declared non- 
navigable.

hastened to reassure the book- 
lovers who were raised on those 
literary staples. He explained Fri- 
day that dropping "a title doesn't 
mean the book is discontinued for 
use in school libraries. The old 
standbys are still on the list of 
approved collateral reading. 


"Books remain in the libraries 


and are used with care until they 
are worn out,JF Wetter said. 


"By that time, in the case of a 


classic, the title will probably re- 
appear on the official list to per- 
mit replacement," he added.

President Eisenhower pushed 


"a-button at the White House at 
'1045 a. rh. March 3 and placed 
the world's most mechanized 
post office in official operation 
. in the Nation's Capital. 


At the same time, in dedica- 


• tion ceremonies in" the newly- 
modernized ~ Washington 
City 


Post Office itself, Postmaster 
General Arthur E. Summerfifld 
declared the 1914 building, which 
has had a complete interior face 
' lifting, has now become a "post- 
al showcase" that has far-reach- 
ing significance for the entire 
nation. 
" Major features of the first of 
the country's big post offices 
to have all possible automation 
and mechanization installed are: 
' 1. A mile-long conveyor sys- 
tem to move 5,000,000 pieces of 
-mail daily- in and out for more 
than 650 planes and trains every 
day for mary trucks. 


2. Five miles of "Mail-Flo" 


conveyor belts to move mail 
swiftly between mail sorting 
areas on the Post Office work- 
room floor. 


3. Semi-automatic letter sort- 


ing equipment to sort up to 18,- 
000" letters an hour. 


4. Semi-automatic parcel post 


sorting equipment to handle up

to 14,400 parcels an hour to 32 
destinations. 


5. A postal laboratory for con- 


tinuous development of even 
more advanced "postal machines 
of tomorrow". 


These include even faster let- 


ter sorters; machines to "cull" 
mail — separate according to 
types—at high speeds; machines 
to "read" Addresses on letters; 
others to 'cancel and to sort 
letters even faster. 


In addition to speedier mail 


handling, many other improve- 
ments have heen provided, Mr. 
Summerfield observed. 


In the new "around-the-clock" 


lobby, he noted, open bank-type 
service counters greet the mail- 
er. Nearby, machines sell stamps 
and postal cards, and make 
change. New fluorescent light- 
ing improves efficiency, and the 
building will be air conditioned, 
with modernistic coloring. And, 
already, there are escalators to 
upper stories. 


Mechanization and automa- 


tion of post offices, which gets 
under way in Washington, D. C. 
on a large scale, will mean these 
significant developments for the 
American Postal System, Mr 
Summerfield said. 


1. Break the bottleneck to bet- 


ter mail service in this vital 
"gateway" post office. 


2. Move the mails continuous- 


ly and efficiently in. and out of 
the workroom floors. 
{ 


3. Keep the post office clean 


and free of costly congestion. 


4. Eliminate drudgery and use 


the abilities of postal workers 
to better advantage. 


Additionally, the moderniza- 


tion work in the Washington, D. 
C. Post Office is important be- 
cause: 


1. It will provide mechaniza- 


tion experience to convert other 
post offices. 


2. It will be a testing ground 


for mail processing equipment 
of tomorrow. 


3. It will be closa for postal 


engineers 1o inspect and im- 
prove, and will serve as a na- 
tional showcase so that visitors 
from everywhere may see what 
the Post Oft'ice Department ex- 
pects to do in many other post 
offices in every section of the 
nation.

MacDonald, 42, v,>.o emerged 


from he v%ar a heulenant colonel, 
urst turned to h^s typewriter in 
1944 v.hen r.3 was stationed will 
the Office of Srraisgic Services in 
Ceylon. 


"I;-.e only kir.d of letters you 


coald get tru-on^h censorsh p thsn 
reads pretty cLil rsad-ng," he re- 
caJ:x!. "So, r.s:;ad of a letter, I 
wrote rr.y wlie a short story.

But it d-dn't turn out to be so 


easy. In the four months of his 
Terminal Army leave MacDonald 
wrote SCO.COQ words—the equival- 
ent of 10 books — and lost 20 
pounds. 


"It was pretty horrible stuff," 


he acknovledged, "but it taught 
me my trade. At times I had 50 


short stories in the mails at once. 
'"When they came back rejected 
and crinkled, I used to iron the 
pages flat to save the trouble of 
retyping them and send them out 
again. Later, I burned them all." 


He started clicking in 1946. 


^MacDonald, who is tanned and 
wears a graying crew cut, lives 
in Sarasota, Fla. He writes on al- 
most any topic. 


He is so prolific that once he 


had four books published on suc- 
cessive days. 


His latest novel, a story of hi- 


jinks in an American art colony 
in Mexico, took him 20 months. It 
gave him a lot of trouble. But 
during this same period he turned 
out four light suspense novels. 


What qualities make a writer? 
"If you're not by nature an 


omnivorous reader, forget about 
be^ng a writer," he said. "The 
one thing that all writers I know 
have in common is that they are 
all compulsive readers. 


"Secondly, a writer has to be 


an iconoclast. If jou believe all 
that you are taught, read or told, 
you will have too standard a mind 
to become a writer.

will lack an individual 


viewpoint of your own. This a 
writer must have."
